The bill declares the amount 
to be $400,000,000, which sum shall never be ex- 
ceeded. The effect of the bill is to legalize the 
unauthorized issue of $44,000,000 of legai-ten- 
ders by Secretary Richardson. 


_ Persuasion is the new agency which it is pro- 
posed in the Wisconsin State Grange to bring to 
bear on extortionate railroads. A resolution has 
been introduced in the Grange Convention at 
Janesville, in which the railroads are requested 
to reduce their rates for freight and passengers.

It is 
true that since these decisions were announced 
there have been additional changes in the 
Court. Chief-Justice Chase and Justice Nelson 
have deceased, and their places have been filled 
by others; nevertheless, the argument of all the 
Judges who affirmed the constitutionality of the 
Legal-Tender act as to past contracte remains, 
that such a proceeding is warranted only in the 
presence of a war, or some great national exigeu- 
cy, where all private rights yield to the necessi- 
ty of preserving the life and existence of the na- 
tion. It is therefore a matter as near certainty 
as anything can be assumed to be a certainty in 
jurisprudence, that the Supreme Court would 
deny the constitutionality of a new Le- 
gal-Tender act ata time when the country is in 
a condition of profound peace, and when there 
is no difficulty in the Government raising sufli- 
cient revenue by taxes or by loan. 

The act limiting the issue of legal-tender 
notes to $400,000,000 has, of course, no other 
diading force than the pledge of the national 
honor. It is to be hoped that this consideration 
has not wholly lost ita force with the American 
people. The imperious necessities of war, to 
which so much has been conceded, no longer 
exist ; conditions have changed, and there can 
be nothing at this time so conducive to national 
credit and to the perpetuity of national exist— 
ence as a firm adherence to the plighted faith of 
the Government, made at a time when it was 
environed with the perils of civilwar. But, 
whether this consideration prevails or not, the 
infflationists have a high wail and a deep ditch 
to climb over in the Supreme Court, and they 
cannot fail to take that obstacie into considera- 
tion.

The recent action of the Executive Committee 
of the Chicago Clearing-House Association hav- | 
ing brought in question the solvency of the 
Merchants’ National Bank tf this city, it raises 
also another question as to who is responsible 
for the $250,000 of bankrupt funds deposited 
there, in case the bank cannot pay in fall It 
appears that while the Circuit and District 
Courts of this district have of their own mo- 
tion established a monopoly of the custody o 
bankrupt funds in one or two banks in this city, 
the banks thus designated are not required to 
give any bond or other special security such 
as is commeniy required of parties hold- 
ing any other important public or trust 
fonds. In every other step of proceedings 
in bankruptcy, where individuals or corporations 
exercise authority in the disposal of the funds of 
a bankrupt estate, they are required to give 
satisfactory bouds for the security of the money 
while under their control. At the request of 
any creditor, the Court is required by the Bank- | 
rupt lew to direct that the Assignee shail give 
bonds; the Ragister in Bankruptcy who counter- 
signe the checks of the Assignee is required to 


give bonds; and even a suitor appealing from a 


decimon of the District Court is required to give | 
bonds. Thus iz every case, except tne last and 
most important one of holaing the 
funds of the bankrupt pendmg their 


distribution to the creditors, security is required 
of every one having anything to do with them. 
It will probably be argued that, in the designation 


of these spevial depositories for bankrupt junds, 
the Court becomes morally responsible for their 
solvency. Bat we fail to see how this adds to 
the security of the creditors, since no pecuniary 
responsibility goos with it, and, even if it were 
otherwise, the Judge is not usuallys man of 
sufficient property to stand in the position of 


2. Any Government must somewhat infringe 
jndividual liberty. The price for sharing in the 
benefits of society is the surrender of some 
portion of our rights. How large the portion 
shall be depends upon expediency. And 80, 
while the fact that compulsory education in- 
fringes upon individual liberty creates a 
presumption against it, that presumption has no 
weight if the expediency of the system is made 
clear 


8. Present laws interfere (and must do so) 
with all domestic relations. There is already a 
mass of legislation on the relations of husband 
and wife and of pareot and child, The law 
recognizes the right of a child to food, clothing, 
and shelter. It compels the parent to give him 
these, but nobody complains against this inter- 
ference with private concerns. Hereafter, we 
hope the law of IIlinois is to recoguize the right 
of a child to menta) as well as physical food. It 
is a higher right, for its exercise is more benef 
cial, its neglect more harmful, to the child and 
the world. If be does not get food for the body. 
be will die and neither suffer thereafter himself 
nor do harm to anybody else. Bat if his mind 
alone is starved, he will probably live wretchedly 
himself and be a thora in the side of the body- 
politic. As long asa parent gives a child bis 
tights, the law does not interfere. When he fails 
to do so, it ought to interfere. 

4. While the tendency of all laws which add 
to the number of mala prohibiia is undoubtedly 
towards contempt for law in general, this ten- 
dency may be counteracted. In this case it is 
more than counteracted by the instruction the 
law guarantees to all children, for that instruc- 
tion is the surest preventive of law-breaking. 

5. If itis a hardship to the poor man to de- 
prive him of the services of his child, it is a 
greater hardship to the child to deprive him of 
education. If some parents aré absolutely uns- 
ble to buy books for their children, means will 
be found to furnish them, either by private 
charity or public funds. * 

Universal education is the basis of popular 
government. It increases a nation’s wealtb- 
producing power. It tends to prevent crime. 
The first proposition is self-evident. The other 
two are proved by statistics,—statistics which 
were unquestioned till Herbert Spencer said that 
it would be found that nine out of ten convicts 
wore suspenders, and that it would be as just to 
say that suspenders caused crime as that igno- 
rance did. This unworthy quibble has made 


Some converts. A suspender can make no 


possible impression upon a man's mind. Edu- 
cation must make an impression. It makes the 
difference between great thoughts and petty 
ones or none at all, between Lofty aspirations 
and groveling desires, between a knowledge of 
the fact that crime injures the criminal 
more than it does his victim and igno- 
rance of that fact, and oftentimes between 
the ability to subsist without knavery and the 
inability todo so. When, therefore, the crim- 
inal records of every country in the civilized 
world show, as they do, that the ignorant com- 
mit far more crimes in proportion to their num- 
bers than the educated do, we have as certain 
proof that the power of knowledge extends to 
the prevention or lessening of crime as we have 
that the sun will rise to-morrow. Since univer- 
sal education, then, produces these three most 
valuaLle resulis, it is in the highest degree ex- 
pedient to make educafion compulsory. The 
particular law now under consideration at Spring- 
field may be faulty, but the principle on which it 
is founded is manifestly right.

THE LEGAL ASPECTS OF CURRENCY INFLA- 
TION. 

The inflationists, in and out of Congress, have 
practically carried the circulation of legal-tender 
notes up to the original limit of 8400, 000. 000. The 
$44,000,000 redeemed in 1867 has been reissued 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, or soon will 
be, and it is now proposed, by a species of post- 
mortem legislation, to legalize the transaction. 
But the increase of the legal-tender issue to 
6400. 000, 000 falls far short of what is demanded.

In 
the first case, Hepburn vs. Griswold, 8 Wallace, 
603, the Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided that tbe Legal-Tender act was unconstitu- 
tional so far as it made greenbacks legal-tender 
in payment of debts contracted before the date 
In that case, three dissenting 
Judges held that the Legal-Tender act was a war 
measure warranted by the general power of Con- 
grees to provide for the national defense, of the 
expediency of which Congress was the exclusive 
judge, bu: allowing that under ordinary circum- 
stances such an act would not be constitutional.

the [Illinois Legislature to make education in 
the primary branches of knowledge compulsory 
This matter, which is one of very grave impor- 
tance, has hardly been’ made the subject of gen- 
eral discussion. The wetion of the Legisiature, 
although sudden ami unexpected, is commend- 
able, and we think will meet the approval of 
the people. 

The theary of non-interference, strictly car- 
ried out, forbids the State to compel the educa- 
tiop of ite children. Suck compulsion is an in- 
fringement of individual Eberty. It interferes 
with same of the closet domestic relations, 
those between parent and child. By making the 
neglect or refusal to send children to school a 
crime, it increases the number of mala prolub- 
tia, and 110 makes the infringement of all laws 
more cosamon. Moreover, it bears with harsh- 
ness, mn me cases, upon the poor. It deprives 
them of the earnings of their offspring, and 
forces td m to pay, whemever they can, bills for 
slates and pencils, and stationery and books. 
These are the main evils of compulsory educa- 
tion, svated fairly and as fully as space permits. 
We propose to consider them, one by one.

after Occidental civilization. ‘The papers from 
that country which have come to hand bitterly 
bewail the incapacity of two of these officials, 
Mr. Hiace Capron, who nominally has charge 
of their Agricultural Department, and Mr. E. P. 
Smith, who was employed by them as a first- 
class jurist. At the time the Japanese deter- 
mined to lay down the shovel and the hoe of 
primitive times and adopt the itmaplements and 
machines of modern construction, Mr. Mori, 
their Minister at Washington, applied to the De- 
partmeat of State for a first-class Minister of 
Agriculture.

Here was à good opportunity to ship 
Capron to Japan, and, asthe salary was $20,000 
per annum, Capron was willing to be shipped, 
O. O. D., to the Mikado. He was empowered 
to take subordinates with him, and chose three. 
The four at once organized themselves into a 
kind of mutual admiration society, under the 
high-sounding title of the Japanese Scientific 
Commission, and set sai] for Lokohama to teach 
the Japanese how to plant, and mow, and reap, 
After the most approved modern fashion. 
The dignity and weight of the Japanese 
Scientific Commission did not sink the 
vessel which carried such precious freight. 
They landed in Japan and were réceived 
with eclat. They had an audience with the Mi- 
kado and numerous ceremonious visits from 
high officials. The more completely to impress 
his- dignity upon the children of the Orient, 
Capron bad a large apartment fitted up for the 
reception of his august visitors, at one end of 
which a raised dais served him for a throne, 
upon which no one dared sit but himself. The 
Commission had hardly got to work when a row 
broke out, and the three subordinates quit the 
Scientific Commission and set up for themselves 
in other business. This left Capron alone, and 
he has ever since beep engaged in doing nothing 
at $20,000 per annum the same work he did 
bere for $3,000. The Japauese have got dis- 
gusted with him, and he is disgusted with the 
Japanese, but not to a sufficient degree to re- 
linquish his fat salary.
